JUDGMENT 
VENKATARAMIAH, J. . 

This appeal is filed under section 116-A of the 

Representation of the People Act, 1951 against the 

judgment of the High Court of Allahabad ‘in Election Peti¬ 
tion No. 7 of 1985 d smissing the election petition for fsdurc 
to disclose a cause of action. The appellant and the 'e'pond’rl 
were candidates along with some others at the last general 

election held lo fill the reat in the I.ok Sablia from 25 

Amethl Parliamentary Constituency, District Sultanpur in the 
State of Uttar Pradesh. The results of the election were 
declared on December 28, 1984 and the respondent was dec¬ 
lared elected to the Lok Sabhn from that constituency. The 
appellant questioned th* validby the election of the rts- 
phndeut by an election petition filed before the High Court 


of Allahabad in Election Petifion No. V of 1985. The grounds 
on which tile appellant challenged the election of tlie resi 
pondent were : , 

I 

(i) that the rcipondent h.id ceaicd to be an Indian citizen 

and, Iherefoic, was di.iqual licd to be a candidate; 

(ii) that ;d'.cc ut lUc lime when ;he election was held' 

the respondent was a iiiernb-r of Pal hament and 
was drawing sul-u./, be w.is holdirig an oilicC <4 
profit within the ineai’ing of Article 102(1 )ui) of 
the Constitution at ibe lime of the clccLion and, 
therefore, was disqualified lor being chosen as a 
member of Parliament; and 

(iii) that Shri R, K. Tfivedi who was functioning us the 

Chief Election Coiiunisvionci was not qualified to 
be appointed as ibe Chief Eleciion Commissioner, ■ 
Ibe entire' elections held throughout 'the country 
including the cL’Cti i,; of the luspondsnt were there¬ 
fore void. 

Jhe allegations relating to ground No. (i) wcie set out in-- 
paragraphs 8 to 13, the allcg.itioiia rclcaling to giound 
No. (ii) wcie let out in paragiapbs 14 lo 16 and the allegai- 
ions .ciuiing ;o gi.'und 'so. (iii; were set out in 
paragraphs 17 to 20 of tl Election Petitioij. 
lu su pull cf ground No. (i) the appcIUun alleged 
that' because the respondent had I'ccn mar-icd to an Italian 
lacy and had acquired properties in hs own name as well a.s 
in the nanie of his wife in Italy the respondent must be 
deemed lo have acquiied Italian citizenship -as per the 
Italian law-and ceased lo be an Indian oiiizMtt under sec- 
liou 9 of the Citizenship Act, 195.7 and that, therefore, 
under sub-clause (d) of clause (it of .Xrtir.le 182 ol the 
Constitution the re.rpondeat w'as disqualified for beirg chosen 
as a member of the Lok Sabha, While it was not disputed that 
the respondent was a citizen of Inditi by viriue of Article 5 
of the Constitution, there was no allcgnt’on that there hid 
been a decision gi.en on the qu.'stion whether he had ceased 
lo be a citizen of India by the compch.nt aiiihirity under 
the Citizenship Act 1955 nor was it the case ol ihe.appeihnt 
before us that there • was any such adjudiciuioii till today 
declaring that the respondent kn 1 ceased to bC a citizen of 
India. The contention of the appellant as regards g'onnd 
No. (ii) was that while it had been stated in clause (2) of 
Article 102 of the Constitution that for the purposes of -that 
article a'person shall not be deemed to hold an office of 
profit under the Govertunent of India or the Government 
of any State by reason ohlv that he was a Minister either 
for the Union -or for such Slate, Ihere was no express pro¬ 
vision to the effect that a rnemher of Parliament who d'-cw 
salary and allowances was not bolding an office of profit 
and therefore the respondent who was a member of Parlia¬ 
ment On the date of the election eligible to receiv- the 
salary and allowances pat/able to a member must be d^mVied 
to bo hold'pg OP office of profit imd-'- the Govo-ppi’ent of 
India and was disqualified imder snh-c1n'’se ta) of clau.se (1> 
or Ar'i'le 102 of O" Consti'irInn. The ron'entiou qs rp- 
onrde ps-nPud No. Tiiii ■u'us that since th'* Cb'ef rtecFon 
Gomnrirjinner rou’d' not be m-noi'e-t fsom bj.i offiop. 
in I'lce manner and on the like erounds as a Judge of (be 
"iiiinreme Couri o' Tndia a.s pro'ided hv claime fTt of Amictc 
324 of ilv- Constitution, no I'e-son who was not efie'bl- *0 
bo rnno'n'ed as a Indue of (be Stun'emo Copr' of Tn'iia. 
PoiiI(t lie .anpoin'ed as the Chief Election Comtti'ssio'ppT and 
that as Sliri R. K. Trivcdl was not qualified to be appoint^ 
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as a Judge of the Supreme Court of India he could not be 
appointed as the Chief Election Commissioner. The election 
having been held during the time ho was in office as per 
the election programme fixed by him the entire election was 
invalid. 

The respondent on receipt of the copy of the Election 
Petition filed an application before tlw High Court of Allaha¬ 
bad to strike off the peitition since the grounds made in the 
election petition were on the face of the petition untenable. 
TTie High Court took up for consideration the application 
made by the respondent for striking off the petition and after 
hearing the parties proceeded to dismiss the petition, on the 
ground that it did not disclose anv cause of action. The High 
Court while holding that it could decide the question whether 
the respondent had ceased to be a citizen of India came to 
the conclusion that the respondent had not lost the Indian 
citizenship bv virtue of his marriage with an Italian lady. 
The Hi^ Court further held that membership of Parliament 
on the date of the election did not amount to a disqualiflca- 
tion even though membeirs of Parliament were in receiot of 
salary and allowances h/ virtue of sitcH membe'shln and that 
the appointment of Shri R, K. Trlt'cdi as the Cb!ef Election 
Commissioner could not bo questioned on the ground that 
he did not posses^ the qualifications prescribed for the post 
of a Judge of the Supreme Court of India. 

It is nov/ welEsettlcd that in elecoon petitions nieadings 
have to be precise, specific and unsmb'guotis and If the elec¬ 
tion petition does not disclose a cause of action It is Kable 
to be reiee'ed in limine. In Charanlal Sahu & Ors. v. Ci-ni 
Zail Sineh & And.i which was a petition under section 14 of 
the presidential and Vlce-Presidentinl Elections Act. 1952 
challenaine the election of Shri Zall Sineh a« the President of 
India, the netition'T had alleged amone other ppounds fll 
that Shri Zail Sinyh was not a suitable candiriate for tue 
post of the President: fit that Shri M. H. Ren former Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of India and then Chairman of 
the Minoritv Cornmis'lon had been eneaeed bv St'ri Zail 
Slneli and bv the then Prime hfin'Ster for Influenc¬ 
ing the votes of the mlt'oritv commun’'fiei: ('ll that 
a Cabinet Minister of the Union Government who wag a 
tupoorter and a close associate of SW Zail Slneh exercised 
undue influence over the voters by mlsu'tng the Government 
machinery and that a statement issued hv him askinv the 
voters to vote for Sliri Zail Sineh was published bv the Preg* 
Information Bureau, Govemment of India: f4) ttint the 
Prime Minister participated In the ePetion compaign of Shri 
Zail Singfi .and misused the Government machinery for that 
purpose: (5) that the then Prime Minister made n comrnu- 
nal anneal to the Akali Dal that its members should vote 
for Shri Zail Singh; artd (6) that Government helicopters 
and cars were misused for the purpciso of the election of 
Shri Ztail Singh, It was con'cnded on behalf of Shri Zail 
Singh that even assuming tiiat those allegations were tnie 
they did not di'close any cause of action for settinv aside 
the election. This Court came to the conclusion that the 
allegations made as recarj the participation of Shri Beg in 
canvas'=init votes for Shri Zail Singh did not make out the 
offence of unrlue influence a* defind in section 171C of the 
Indian Penal Code and that the election pctl'lon 
did not discIo'C anv cans; of action for setting aside 
the election of Shri Zail Singh on the around of undue 
Influence as srecifled in 18(1 )fal of the Presidential and 
Vice Presidential Elections Act, 1952. The Court also camg 
to the conclusion that the remaining grounds alleged by 
the election petitioner for invalidating the election of Shri 
Zail Singh were misconceh'ed. It held that the use of Gov¬ 
ernment Machinery, abuse Of official position artd appeal 
to communal sentiments so lone as such anreal. dM not 
amount to undue influence were not constderod hv the legis¬ 
lature to bo dreumsinnees which would invalidate a presi¬ 
dential or a Vice-Presidentfal election. The Court vPImatelv 
held that the averments in the election petition, taken at 
their face value, did not d'sclcpe anv clause pf action for 
setting aside tfss election of the returned candidate on the 
grounds stated In sedlon IgfUfa) of the Presidential and 
V^cc-iPresfdential Elections Ac^ 1952, It accordingly dis¬ 
missed the petition to a preHminarv stave. The nritvlokj 
followed bv this court in the above decision is applicable 
to the present case also. 

As regards ground No. (it It has to be observed that 
the High Court was in error in construing that It could

decide the quesiion whether a person had ceased to be an 
Indian citizen. The Hlgb Court was of the view that since 
in an election petitim the High Court is called upon to 
decide whether the returned candidate was disqualified to 
be chosen as a member of the Lok Sabha it was open to 
the Hl^ Court by virtue of that power to decide that que^ 
lion wmether a candidate had ceased to be an Indian citi¬ 
zen notwitkutandlne the itatmory bar contained in scclion 
9(2) of the Citizenship Act, 1955. The Citizenship Act, 
1955 is enacted by Parliament In exercise of Its powers 
under Entry 17 of List I of the .Seventh Schedule to the 
Constitution read with Article 11 thereof. Article H of the 
Cooatjtution reads thus : 

"Tl. Parliament to regulate the right of citizenship by' 
law^Nothing in the foregoing provisions of (his 
Part shall derogate from the power of Parliament 
to make any provision with respect to the acquisi¬ 
tion and termination of citizenship and all other 
matters relating to citizenship.” 

Section 9 of the Citizenship Act, 1955 reads thus : 

■‘9. Termination of cltizcnshlp.-~(l) Anv citizen of 
India who bv natiumllsatlon. registration or other¬ 
wise voluntarily acquires, or has at any time bet- 
weetv the 26lh January, 1950 and tlo commence¬ 
ment of this Act volunlarilv acquired, (he d'lzen- 
ship of another country shall, noon such acquisition 
or, as the case mav he. such commencement, cease 
to be a citizen cyf India; 

Provided that nothing in this sub-section shall anplv to 
a citizen of In'^ia, who during any tvar in which India 
m»v be engaged, voluntary acquires the citizenship of an¬ 
other country, until the Central Government otherwise 
directs, 

(2) If anv question arises as to whether, when or how 
any person has aoouired the citizenshin of another country 
it shtll be determined bv such authorit-/, Jp such manner, 
and hadng regard to •■nch rules of evidence, ns may be pres¬ 
cribed in this behalf.” 

In exercise of the powers confer-ed bv clause fh> of sub¬ 
section (2) of section 18 of the CblzenEhln Act. 19 ,C 5 
sub-.sec'lon (2) of section 9 of that Act the Cen'rci Onv- 
ermnent ha.s framed rules to decide the question of votuvp 
tarv pcouisilion of dtizenshin of a foreign country and the 
consequent determination of the citizenship of India. By 
rule 30 of the Citizenship Rules, 1956, the Central Govern¬ 
ment k appointed as the onthorltv to decide such ques¬ 
tion. S'-hedule t^ of the n'tizenship Rules, 1956 contains 
the rules of evidence applicable to a case ari.sing urde' sec¬ 
tion 9(2) of the Citizenship Act, 1955. No olher Court or 
authority l.os the power to decide the question as to whe¬ 
ther, when or how on Indian citirAn has acquired the ci'izen- 
ship of .mother country. Even where the question whether 
h person is qualified to be chosen ns n member of the I ok 
Sabha arisen m an election petition filed under the Repro'en- 
tation of the People Act, 1951, (he High Court cannot 
If decide the question of loss of citizenship of the 
Act, 1955 should yield in favour of the Represenattlon of 
the People Act, 1951 only because the latter Act is ena-ted 
pursuant to Article, 327 of the Constitution. As merition- 
^ earlier the atizenship Act. 1955 k also a law made bv 
Parliament bv virtue of Article tl of the Constitution rend 
wdth Pptrv 17 of List 1 of the Seventh Schedule to the 
constitution. 

Id State of M.idhya Pradesh v. Peer Mohd. A Anr.i page 
4.8, Gajendragadkar, J. fas he then was) speaking for the 
Constitution Bench obseiwed : 

If a dispute arises as to whether an Indian citizen has 
acquired the citizenship of another country, it has 
to be determined Ivy such authority and in such 
manner and having regard to such ndes of evi¬ 
dent as may be mescrlbed in that behalf That 
is the effect of vec'ion 912), It mny be added that 
ffic rules prescribed In that behalf have made the 
j Government or its delegate the anpropr’ate 
authority to deal with this question and that means 
tala particular question cannot be tried In Courts." 

(Emphasis added) 
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In fhe State of Uttar Pradesh & Ors. v. Sbah Mohammad 
& Anr.i at page 1012 this Court said : 

“In our judgment from the amplitude of the langua^ 
employed in seetion 9 which takes in peraons in 
category (2) mentioned above, the intentiCKi has 
been made clear that all cases which came up for 
determination where an Indian citizen has voluntarily 
acquired the citizenship of a foreign country after 
the commencement of the Constitution have to 
be dealt with and decided in accordance with ns 
provisions,” 

In an earlier decision in the Government of Andhra 
Pradesh v. Syed Mohd. Khan* at page 293 this Court held: 

“Therefore, there is no doubt that in all cases where 
action is proposed lo ba taken against persons resid¬ 
ing in this country on the ground that they hare 
acquired the citizenship of a foreign state and have 
lost in consequence the citizenship of this country, 
it is essential that the question should be first 
considered by the Central Government. In dealing 
with the question the Central Government would 
undoubtedly be entitled to give effect to the Impug¬ 
ned r.3 in Sch. Ill and deal with the matter in 
accordance with the other relevant Rules frame^ 
under the Act. The decision ol the Central Goveih- 
ment about the status of the person is the basis 
on which any further action can be taken against 
him.” 

H'ese cases dearly lay down that when the matter falls 
within section 9(2) of the Citizinship Act, 1955, all other 
provisions of law are excluded. The authority prescribed 
under the Citizenship Act, 1955 alone can decide ilw 
questions arising under section 9(2' and the rules of evi¬ 
dence which should govern that decision shall be those pres¬ 
cribed for this purpose under that Act. The High Court how¬ 
ever reliv’d on two decisions of this Court in Artin Kumar 
Bose v. Mohd. Furuhan Ansari & Ors." and the, decision in 
Surinder Singh v. Hardial Singh & Ors^ to reach the con¬ 
clusion that by virtue of Article 329 of the Constitution all 
questions arising in an election petition were exclusively 
triable in an election petition and by no other authority. In 
those decisions the Supieme Court was generally concern¬ 
ed with the power of the High Court to trv all issues^ aris¬ 
ing in an election petition in accordance with the provisions 
of the Representation of the People Act, 1951. It is no 
doubt true that Article 329 (bi of the Constitution provides 
that notwithstanding anvtiiinv in the Constitution no eRc»icn 
to c'ther House of Parliament or to the Hou.se of cither 
House of the Legislative .>f a State sbnll be called in aues- 
tjon except by an elecion netition presented to such autho- 
rity and in such maiinsr as may he provided _ for bv or 
under any law made by the Legislature. It is also true 
that one of the grounds oa which an election of a candi¬ 
date can be set aside in the cotirse of an election petition 
under the Representation of the People Act, 1951 is that 
the candidate was not .i citizen of India at fhe relevant 
time. A man may not be .a citizen of India because he has 
not acquired the citizenship of Ind-a at all or having acouirv 
ed he may have lost it by volunfarily acquiring the citizen¬ 
ship of another country as provided in section 9(1) of the 
Ci*izenshin Act. 1955. For purposes of deciding the auestion 
arfsinsr under seefipn 9f!) of that Act. the Centra* Govern¬ 
ment by virtue of the power conferred on it bv section 9(2) 
has been given an exchisivs power to determine in accof- 
dapre with the nile<! cf evidence provided for the purpose 
whether a person has acquired the citizenship of apothcr 
countpr. Tt follows that when once a person is adrnit*ed 
or held to be a citizen of India, unless there is a decision 
of the Central Government under section 9(21 of the Citi- 
zen''hip Act. 1955 that he has acquired the citizenship of a 
foreign noun try. he shoiilJ be presumed tp be an Indian 
citizen. Section 9 of the Citizenship Act, 1955 is a complete

code as reg;ards the termination of Indian citizetiship on the 
acquisition of the citizenship of a loreign country. Sub- 
dause (d) of clause (i) of Article 102 of the Constitution 
provides that a person shall be disqualied for being chosen 
as and for being a member of either House of Parliament 

(i) if he is. not citizen of India, (ii) or h.ts voluntarily 
acquired the citizenship uf a foreign State or (iii) is under 
any acknowledgement of allegiance or adhetance to a foreign 
State, We are concerned here with a case falling under clause 

(ii) and that question has to be decided by virtue of Article 
11 of the Constitution and section 9(2) of the Citizenship 
Act, 1955 by the Central Government only. The policy b^ 
hind section 9(2; appears to be that the right of citizM- 
ship of the person who is admittedly an Indian citizen 
should not be exposed to attack in all forums in the 
country, but should ire decided by one authority in accor¬ 
dance with the prEscribed rules and that every other Court 

. or authority would have to act only on the basis of the 
decision of the prescribed authority in that behalf and vn no 
other basis. That being the mandate of the law, even 
High Court trying an election petition can deciate an Indian 
citizen as having acquired the citizenship of a foreign State 
only on the basis of a declaration made bv the Central Gov¬ 
ernment. If such a declaration made by the Central Govern¬ 
ment is produced before a High Court trying an election 
peti'ion the High (3ourt haj to give effect to it. If such a 
declaration is not fortiicorain.g, the High Court should pro¬ 
ceed on the ground that the cardidate concerned has not 
ceased to be an Indian citizm. It cannot independently hold 
an enauirv in'o that question on its own. Th'is is also the 
vfew of the Calcutta High Court in Birtendranath Ghatterjee 
Vs. State of West Bengal and Ors.® though the question there 
did not involve Articfe 329 of the Cootitution. What we have 
said now may not apply to other two types of disqualifica¬ 
tions referred to in sub-clause (d) of clause (1) of Article 
102 of the Constitution and we express no opinion on those 
issues. The view we have taken on the primacy of section 
9(2) of the Citizenship Act. 1955 docs not derogate from 
the plenar>' powers of the High Court in trying an election 
petition wider the Representation of the People Act, 1951 
but only leads' to a harroonious wav in which the two types 
of issues, namely, the issues relating to the validity of an 
election to either House of Parliament or of a State Legis¬ 
lature and the Issues relating to loss of Indian ctitizenship 
on _ t’'e acouisition of the citizenship of a foreign country 
which are obth vital can be resolved. 

In the circumstances it is difiScult to agree with the view 
of tile High Cloua that when a qiiesuun whether a person 
has acquired the citizenship of another country arises before 
the High Court in an election petiiioa filed under the Re¬ 
presentation of the People Act, 1951 it would have jurisdic¬ 
tion to decide the said question notwithstancmg the exclusive 
jurisdiction conferred on the authority prescribed under sec- 
ion 9(2) of the Citizenship AcL 1955 to decide the question. 
Whatever may tre the proceeding in which the question of 

, loss of citizenship of h person arises for consideration, the 
decision in thaf proceeding on the said question should d^ 
pend upon the decision of the authority constituted for dc- 
tei mining the said question lutder section 9(2) of the 
Citizenship Act, 1955. 

Even granting that the High Ckiurt had jurisdiction ' to 
decide the smd question it is seen that the allegation^ made 
in the election petition regarding acquisition of ctitizenship 
of a foreign country by the respondent were wholly inade¬ 
quate to record any finding in favour of the appellant since 
It is not shown that there is any provision in our law which 
provides that a person would automatically lose his Indian 
citizenship on his marriage with a person who is a citizen 
of a foreign country or by acquiring, even if true, property 
in a foreign country. On the face of it the plea was unten¬ 
able. The entire ground being vexatious and frivolous is 
liable to be struck off. 

The plea that a person becomes disqualified for member¬ 
ship of either House of ParHament in case he is in receipt 
of salary and allowances payable to such men*er is again 
on the face of It untenable. T'ae proviso to section 14(2) 
of the Representation of the P(X)ple Act, 1951 aiKhorises 
the issue of notification for the general election to the Lok 
Sabha and the holding of the general eleetkm before the 
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expiry, o-fi the duration of - the e.xisting Lok Sabha but not 
earlier than six months prior to. the date on which the dura¬ 
tion of the. existing Lok Sabha would expire under the pro- 
..vterons of Article 83(2) of the Constiiiuion. Section 73 of 
the Representation of the Peopfe Act, 1971 again autho- 
nscs tne publication of results of a general election to the 
Lok Sabha before the expiry of the duration of tne existing 
Lok Sabha. but by the proviso to that section it is provided 
that the .issue of such nolifxation shall not be deemed to 
affect the duration of the Lok Sabha, if anv, functioning 
immediatily before the issue of the s,ald notification. Hence 
the dissolution of the existing Lok Sabha is not a condiffon 
precedent for holding a .acnernl elect cn to it. It is no 
doubt true that Article i02(''.)(a) says that if a person 
holds any profit under the Government of India or the Gov¬ 
ernment of any State ot*'er than an '.iJTirc declared by 
Parfiament by law not to disqualify it, bolder he is dis¬ 
qualified for being chosen as and for being a member of 
either House of Parliament. The viiiestion for consideration 
is whether the membership of either House of Parliament 
is such an office of profit. If ’what is contended by the ed- 
pellant is correct there can be no rriembcr of Parliament at 
all because all membe's of Parliament are enh'tled to re¬ 
ceive salaries and allowances as members. Arfide 105 of 
the Constitution expbesslv provides that member of either 
House of' Parliament shall be ctififfed to receive such, sala¬ 
ries and allowan ’es as may from time to time bo determin¬ 
ed by Pa’'liament bv law and. unt’I provision in th.it res¬ 
pect is so n?ade, alfowances at :iuch rates and upon su-h 
conditioh.<5 as were imme<1ia*elv betore the commencement 
of the Cbnstitiilion applicable in the care of members of 
the Constituent Assembly of the Dominion of India. Chnwe 
<a) of Article 102(1) and Ar'lcle 106 of the Constitution 
must be construed in a hannenious wav. When these 
Articles are so construed it cannot he held that by receiv¬ 
ing the salary and allowances payable to n meiribe’- of Par- 
fiatnent a 'irember of Parliament would be disqualified for 
bein.t; either chosen as a.member of either House of Par- 
lament: of'for continiiing as a piembsr of either'House of 
■ Parliament. In any event the msmbetshir' of Parliament is 
not an office under the Government. So the fact that the 
Lok Rahha had not been diS'-ob'CcI on the date pn -w’-xh ffie 
election was held wontd not amoimt to a disqualifica'ion in 
the-case df the resnopdenf who was a rremher of 'he Lok 
Sabha for being a candidate at the next general election. 

The third grot,md is only to be stated tp be reie.'-trti It 
'is true that the first proviso to Arfi.'le_ 324(5) of *he Con- 
stfftuion rif India provides t’'at the Ch'ef Hlect'on Conemis- 
stoher cat! be removed opiv in accordance with the n'-o-e- 
d'.tre nrerdrihe.l f^ir the rernova? rf a Supreme Court iud"e. 
But if does pot follow from that provis'en. hOw'evflr liberal 
oTtr cons'ruo-'Icn of that provision mav be. th.at the Con- 
Stituttnn of Ivdia o-Ovylet! that a rerson *o be apioo’nt»ff as 
a Chief F’ec'dop Comm^ssiop sho'^td sah'sfw the ounl'fica- 
(ions nrercrihed for a Tudge of the Supreme Court of India. 
We reject; this contention 

On going through all the grounds mentioned in fhe peti¬ 
tion we feel that they are so fr'volous .ap.d vexatious ^^hat 
the only order to be passed on the petition is the. one which 
has beea aiade by the Iii.ah Court. 


The allegations in the election petition, even if they are 
taken as true, do not disclo.e any cause of acdon. The High 
Court was, therefore, right in dismissing the petition on 
the gr ound that it does oot disclose a cause -.of action. 

As regards costs it is to be stated that the learned coun¬ 
sels for the respondent submitted that the respondent 
would not claim costs either in the High Court or in this 
Court. 

We accordingly dismiss the appeal but subject to the 
n?3dification that the parties shall bear their own costs in 
the High Court. There will no order as to costs in this 
Court.
